MORE DREAM TEAMERS
Editor’s note: We received
several comments on the July fea-

ture on the all-time Kentucky
baseball dream team, including
the following. We also got a
phone call pointing out that
while Denny Doyle may have
been born in Glasgow, he grew
up in Cave Cify.

I recently had my attention called to the
Kentucky’s Baseball Dream Team feature
in the July issue. I am currently employed
by the Ohio County Times-News in Hartford,
and while I'm not a regular sports writer |
recently did a story on former Cleveland
Indians shortstop Ray Chapman of
Beaver Dam.

While it doesn’t surprise me that his
name was left off of the list of players on
Kentucky’s dream team, I and a few others
that have contacted me since I wrote the
story are trying to get Chapman some
recognition that he is due in this county
and even by Major League Baseball. What
does surprise me is that Carl Mays was
mentioned in the story. He is the pitcher
who threw the pitch that killed Chapman.

While Chapman is mostly remembered
as the only baseball player to ever be killed
in a major league game, most do not real-
ize that at the time of his death he was the
best shortstop in baseball and was the
most beloved player in Cleveland. He had
an Indians stolen base record that stood
from 1917 until around 1980. He has num-
bers very similar to the legendary Pee Wee
Reese and had better numbers than Phil
Rizzuto and Ozzie Smith. In 1917 he was
being compared to Honus Wagner.

Chapman finished his nine seasons with
334 sacrifice hits, 6th all-time in MLB, and
the season that he was killed he was having
his best season to date and the Indians
won the World Series.

His wife never got over his death and
poisoned herself. His only daughter, who

was born after his death, died
from measles in 1928. Now no
one even knows his name, and
when we were doing research
for the story we only found an
over-80-year-old second cousin
who didn’t know anything
about him.

Check out the book The
Pitch That Killed by Mike Sowell—some
consider it to be one of the best baseball
books ever written.
